The Duke of Bedford, a very keen natur 
alist, was largely instrumental in’ procurin 
these original specimen Anxious to build up 
herd it Woburn Park he Commi ioned the 
great German zoologist and animal collector 
Carl Hagenbeck, to obtain some for hin 
Hagenbeck had built up the largest | 
collecting organisation in the orld, and wa 
therefore able to plan an expedition thie 
necessary scale. In his book Beasts and Men he 
told the tory of thi remarkable ¢ pedition 
describing it as one of the most arduou ind 
expensive that he ever equipped and sent out 


LU nsucce ful attempt had already been mace 
by other to capture the elusive wild horse, and 
about the ame time a Crimean naturalist 
Falz-Fein, did in fact receive two mare and a 
stallion 

lo lead this epi expedition one of the 
greatest in the whole history of animal collect 
ing, Hagenbeck chose one of his most experi 
enced collectors, Wilhelm Grieger, who was also 
entrusted with its preparation. Grieger set off

MAJOR J. M. MILLS

The mediawval home of the Bettishornes and 
Berkeleys was rebuilt in Tudor times, probably 
by Sir John and Lady Brereton. The house was 
considerably altered by Richard Compton between 
1648 and 1652, and again after it had been bought 
from John Compton by William Mills in 


1792, 


April, 1792, William Mills wrote to hi 
father-in-law,the Hon, Wriothesley Digby

property had changed hands by purchase, and, by coin 
cidence, Mr. Mills was himself descended in the female line 
from the same branch of the Berkeley family through whom 
Bisterne had passed by inheritance to the Comptons in 1522 
The Berkeleys had acquired Bisterne through the marriag 
of Sir John Berkeley to Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of 
Sir John de Bettishorne, who died in 1399 and whose forbear 
cem to have held the manor of Bisterne—from which they 
derived their name ince at least the 12th century 
Phe son of Sir John Berkeley and [hzabeth Bettishorne 
was Sir Maurice Berkeley, “who resided much at Bistherne 
and there is a charming legend about him recorded in the 
margin of a pedigree of the Berkeley family that is known to 
have been drawn up before 1618.

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year Bisterne then devolved upon hi ister, Katherine, 


who married Sir John Brereton, and after her death in 1522 it 


went to their daughter Werburga, who had married Sir William 
Compton, of Compton Wynyates, Warwickshire. Seven genera 
tions of the ¢ ompton family owned Bisterne between 1522 and 
1742 when at the death of Henry { ompton widow | lanor 
Bisterne was left to her nephew, Henry Willis, on condition that 
he took the name and arms of Compton. This Henry (Willis) 
Compton's younger son, John, succeeded his brother Henry in 
1787 and sold Bisterne to William Mills five vears latet 

The descent of Bisterne’s owners is much less confusing than 
thi ( volution of the house in whi h the v lived Hardly a genera 
tion seems to have passed without some member of the successive 
families making an addition to or subtraction from the house and 
the sum total is remarkably difficult to reckon. But this much i
